“Those are things which the National 
Committee will determine, I shall be pre- 
pared to go upon the stump as soon as the 
campaign opens. I shall keep going as 
hard as I can stand it, and as long as the 
@udiences will stand for the speeches.” 

“Where will the principal battleground 
of the campaign be, in your judgment? ”’ 

“There is not likely to be any principal 
battleground. I look for a mighty good 
fight ail over the country.” 

Bryan Talks with Labor Men, 

Samue! Gompers, President; James Dun- 
Gan, First Vice President, and Frank 
Morrison, Secretary, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, also called on Mr. 
Bryan to-day. Mr. Bryan ushered the

he was in close consultation with them: 
for some time, Mr. Gompers congrat- 
ulated Mr. Bryan on his nomination and 
assured him that the labor vote would be 
counted heavily for him at the November 
election. The visit of the labor leaders 
was especially pleasing to Mr. Bryan, 
who took occasion to express his grati- 
fication at their promised support. Mr. 
Gompers said afterward: 

“We propose to assist to the fullest ex- 
tent in bringing about the enactment of

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means that we will do our levél best to 
Secure its ratification by the people. This 
cannot be done except through the elec- 
tor of the candidates standing upon it.” 

It is believed that Mr. Gompers will 
take the stump for Bryan. 

“ Will labor act as a political unit in the 
campaign?’’ he was asked. 

“I can answer that question best,” he 
replied, “‘by saying that in all meetings 
of the American Federation of Labor its 
efficers were instructed to work for po- 
litical declarations by both parties on 
matters in which organized labor 1s inter- 
ested.

The accident occurred at g corner in 
front of the Greenwich Hotel, on the 
shore road, where there is a sharp curve. 
The Gould car was going from the train 
and was about to cut across the street 
at the curve to get to the bridge close by, 
when a racing car numbered 54,769 N, Y., 
and said to belong to a New York automo- 
bile man named Lilley, a guest at the 
Selleck House, came around the curve, 

The Gould.chauffeur says he saw the 
driver of the other car by his gas lamp. 
Knowing that there would be a smash-up, 
he decided to take the shock himself. The 
Lilley car was wrecked.

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HITCHCOCK RENTS 
CAMPAIGN QUARTERS 


The Taft Fight to be Directed 
from Tenth Floor of Metro- 
politan Life Tower. 


CONFERENCE WITH SHELDON 


The National Chairman Says Taft Will 
Probably Make No Speeches Until 
After Sept. 1—To See Sherman. 


The National Headquarters of the Re- 
publican National Committee will be lo- 
eated on the tenth floor of the tower of 
the Metropolitan Life Building. As an 
example of the way Frank H. Hitchcock, 
the new Chairman of the committee, does 
things, the rooms were inspected, en- 
gaged, the lease signed, instructions given 
for special equipment, ana arrangements 
made for the installation of the telegraph 
and local and long gistance telephones 
five hours after Mr, Hitchcock arrived 
in the city yesterday. 

He came up from Washington, after 
conferring with Mr. Taft at Hot Springs, 
Va., to go to Utica to see Mr. Sherman, 
and just stopped off in town to settle up 
this most important matter offhand. Mr. 
Hitchcock and Banker George R. Sheldon, 
the new Treasurer of the committee, were 
together nearly all day, and Mr. Sheldon 
had a pretty busy day of it. After 
hustling him about town in the heat hour 
after hour, Mr. Hitchcock finally allowed 
Mr. Sheldon to take him to dinner. Then 


‘they put in several good hours of talk at 


the Union League Club, the conference 
not breaking up until 11 o’clock, when 
Mr. Hitchcock retired at the Manhattan 
Hotel and Mr. Sheldon hustled around 
the corner to bed at his home at 24 Hast 
Thirty-eighth Street. 

Before considering his day finished, Mr, 
Hitchcock found time to talk to the news- 
paper men. He said it was rather early 
to talk of definite campaign arrangements 
and that practically all that had been 
settled is the location of the headquarters. 
The Metropolitan Life’s tower is not yet 
completed, but will be as far as the tenth 
floor by Aug. 1, when Mr, Hitchcock in- 
tends to open his quarters. 

It was impossible to draw the National 
Chairman into a discussion of the ‘ pub- 
city’ question. He did say, however, 
that he believed Mr. Taft would not make 
any speeches until after Sept. 1, and that 
it would not be decided until later whether 
or not he would make a speechmaking 
tour of the country. Mr. Hitchcock will 
get back from Utica to-morrow, and after 
putting in a couple more of strenuous 
days with Mr. Sheldon, will return to 
Washington, coming back for the opening 
of the headquarters, after which New 
York will be his base of operations until 
the end of the campaign. 

Mr. Sheldon did not have much to add 
yesterday on the publicity question, say- 
ing that he had already stated his posi- 
tion fully. He admitted that he had al- 
ready received several contributions, add- 
ing that the time had not yet come for 
making them public. 

State Chairman Woodruff arrived in 
town yesterday morning from his camp 
in the Adirondacks, but did not see either 
Mr. Hitchcock or Mr. Sheldon, as they 
were too busy. He had a talk with Coun- 
ty Chairman Parsons during the day at 
State headquarters, and they will doubt- 
less confer with the National Chairman 
and Treasurer on the former's return to 
town to-morrow, 

Mr. Woodruff also did not care to talk 
politics, declaring that it was too early 
yet to make either a prediction or a fore- 
cast. He will be in town until Friday, 
when he will return to Camp Kill Kare, 
where he has appointments with several 
of the State leaders for the last of this 
and the first of next week. He said that 
he had gone over the new State headquar- 
ters at 48 West Thirty-ninth Street and 
did not believe they will be ready for oc- 
cupancy for a week or s0 yet. Little act- 
ive campaign work will be done,by the 
organization until the quarters are trans- 
ferred from Thirtieth Street. 

The date for the State Convention, 
which had been set for Sept. 15, Mr. 
Woodruff said he believed would be 
changed to a week later on account of the 
many complaints that have come in that 
it conflicted with the State Fair at Syra- 
cuse. 


ALIA FELLS HIS GUARD. 


Slayer of Father Leo Makes His Sec- 
ond Attempt at Escape.

CANON CITY, Col., July 13.—Seizing a 
moment when his guard’s back was turned 
toward him and the door of the cell was 
unlocked, Giuseppe Alia, slayer of Father 
Leo of Denver, who is to be hanged this 
week, felled the man he thought the only 
barrier between himself arid liberty and 
made a crazed attempt to fight his way 
out of the penitentiary. 

The Italian was almost immediately 
overpowered by the men on the death 
watch, who were seated in front of the 
cell door, and the almost unconscious 
Deputy Warden was taken from the cell, 
the door locked, and Alia apparently re- 
sumed his usual calm demeanor. 

This is the second assault Alia has made 
on his guards in attempting to escape. 


TUG SINKS A MOTORBOAT. 


Two Occupants of Smaller Craft Res. 
cued After Collision in East River. 


A collision between a float attached to 
the tugboat Superior, owned by the Le- 
high Valley Railroad Company, and a 
motorboat in the East River, off Grand 
Street at 3:10 o'clock yesterday morning, 
resulted in the sinking of the motorboat, 
in which there were two men, who were 
rescued by the crew of the tugboat, 

The rescued men were John H. Mills of 
Far Rockaway and John H. Hamel of 
Rockaway Beach. Tne tugboat's master 
said they told him that the motorboat 
had broken down, and they were trying 
to make repairs, when the tugboat with 
the float loomed up in the darkness.

Two furnaces of the American Steel and 
Wire Company, in this city, will soon be 
in full “blow,” giving employment, it 
is said, to about 1,500 men.

SEVERE ORANGE COUNTY BLOW 


Buildings Blown from Foundations at 
Pine Island—Woman Injured.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., July 13,—A 
severe storm cut a swath a half-mile 
wide through Orange County yesterday 
afternoon, blowing down houses, barns, 
and trees, and doing thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of damage. At Pine Island 
the house of Charles Faulkner was blown 
down and his wife buried in the ruins. 
She was not mortally hurt. 

J. W. Knapp’s barn was blown down,

its side, and nearly every building in 
the village damaged. 

A freight car on the Erie Railroad was 
blown a mile along thp tracks. Three

A SUICIDE BY GAS 


Bourke Cockran’s ex-Law Part- 
ner Kills Himself Because 
of ill-Health. 


TRUSTEE FOR BIG ESTATES 


He and Mr. Cockran Started Poor, but 
He Qyickly Gained Prominence 
at the Westchester Bar.

MOUNT VERNON, July 18.—Charles 


H. Ostrender, who was for twenty-five 
years counsel for the Westchester Fire 
Insurance Company and a former law 
partner of W. Bourke Cockran, committed 
suicide early this morning by inhaling 
gas at his home, at the corner of Fulton 
and Sidney Avenues, Chester Hill, Mount 
Vernon. Mr. Ostrander, who was one of 
the leading members of the Westchester 
bar, was executor of many large New 
York estates. He was reputed to be worth 

When W. Bourke Cockran first came to 


this country and was teaching school at 
Tuckahoe, it was Mr. Ostrander’s advice 
he sought in many matters, and later he 
became his partner. They were both 
young and poor in those days, and 
Ostrander took delight in relating how 
they had to mortgage their office fur- 
nitrifre to get money enough to reach Car- 
mel, the county seat of Putnam County, 
to defend a man charged with murder. 
It was this case that gave both Cockran 
and Ostrander their start.

It is 
supposed that while in this state he went 
to the bathroom on the second floor of 
his home, and attaching one end of a tube 
to a gas jet he placed the other end in 
his mouth, and was asphyxiated. He 
was found by relatives, who were obliged 
to smash down the bathroom door to 
reach him. 

Mr, Ostrander was one of the most 
prominent Masons in Westchester County. 
He was a member of Hiawatha Lodge, 
F. and A. M.; of Mount Vernon Chapter, 
No, 228, R. A. M., In both of which he 
was a life member, and of Bethlehem 
Commandery, No. 83, K. T. He leaves a 
wife and two daughters.

DR. SIMPSON SHOT BY. 
AIS VICTIM'S WIDOW 


Dentist Who Killed Bartley Hor- 
ner at Northport, L. |., Gets 
a Mortal Wound. 


COMES BACK TO CITY ALONE - 


Two Shots Fired Through a Door at 
Him When He Demanded to 
See His Wife. 


Dr. James W. Simpson, the dentist whe 
was tried and acquitted of the murder of 
his father-in-law, Bartley T. Horner, in 
Suffolk County last year, was shot and 
fatally wounded yesterday afternon by 
Mrs Ella 8. Horner, widow of the man 
he slew. The shooting occurred at the 
Horner home, a short distance from 
Northport, L. L 

Mrs. Horner fired twice with a 8S 
calibre revolver, shooting through the 
glass of her front door, which she kept 
locked. One of the shots struck Dr. 
Simpson, piercing the lower lobe of the 
left lung and coursing downward through . 
the centre of the liver. The other shot 
missed. P 

Simpson walked to the house of a neigh- — 
bor, 200 feet distant, asked for the use’ 
ofa“ rig,’ and drove in it to thesanitarium 
of Dr. J. P. Heyen, in Main Street, Northe 
port. When his wound had been exams 
ined he asked calmly whether it would 
prove fatal. 

‘TI can’t tell until an operation is per~ 
formed, and an operation is necessary,” ! 
replied Dr. Heyen,. The physician of- 
fered to perform the operation there, but 
the wounded man said he preferred to 
go back to Manhattan and to the Roose- 
velt Hospital. 


Badly Wounded, Shows Pluck. 


Already Dr. Heyen had telephone to 
St. Mary’s Hospital, Brooklyn, to pre- 
pare for a serious operation, describing 
the nature of the wound, but when told 
of this arrangement Dr. Simpson said 
that it was not acceptable, and insisted 
on going to Roosevelt Hospital. 

Although he was suffering greatly, and 
constantly called for morphine, Dr. 
Simpson displayed remarkable courage, 
He smoked a cigarette, and told Magis- 
trate Richard W. Hawkins how he had 
been shot. He signed a deposition, and, 
declining to be assisted by any one, — 
walked out of the sanitarium, hailed @ © 
trolley car and rode to the station. 

While waiting for the train a women’ 
offered to bathe his head with a wet 
handkerchief. He declined her offer, al- 
though every one in the station realized 
at that time that he was in a critical 
state and knew that he knew it. He towk 
a seat in the smoking car of the train, Tt 
a fresh cigarette, and was apparently at 
ease, 

The wounded man made no show of the 
pain he was suffering, and other passen- 
gers were unaware of his plight. Never 
once on the run in to Long Island City, 
which took about an hour and a half, did 
he flinch. Most of the time he calmly 
puffed at a cigarette, and looked out of- 
the car window. At the Thirty-fourth 
Street Ferry he took a taxicab and was 
driven to Roosevelt Hospital. 


Walks Into Hospital Alone. 


Still unassisted, Dr. Simpson, pale and 
on the point of collapse, walked into the 
hospital. Going up to the rail of an in- 
closure he said to the young woman who: 
sat at a desk: v4 

‘‘I am Dr. Simpson. I've got a bullet 
in my liver that my mother-in-law gave 
me. I’m not joking this time, and I want 
a private room.” ‘ 

‘Wait a moment,” the young woman 
told him, “and I’li send you in a wheeled 
chair.” 

“No, thank you, I'll walk,” sald the 
wounded man calmly. 

Then, accompanied by an orderly, he 
went to look at the private rooms, 

When the hospital authorities reallyy 
understood that the man with the droope 
ing mustache and humorous smile meant’ 
that he had a bullet inside him they 
speedily foreed him into a chair and had* 
him wheeled to the accident ward. There\ 
they made an examination and found that~ 
it was a serious case. 

After a consultation it was decided to 
wait until this morning before undertak- | 
ing an operation. [It was said at he 
hospital that the bullet seemed to have 
gone through the right lung and liver and 
then lodged just inside the skin at the

TAFT WILL ATTACK 
BRYAN TRUST PLANK 


Declares an Attempt Was Made 
to Embody Two Irrecon- 
cilable Principles. 


BEGINS WORK ON SPEECH 


Compares Party Platforms and Will 
Use Judicial Experience in Pre- 
paring His Acceptance.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., July 13.—In his 
speech of acceptance in Cincinnati on 
July 28, William Howard Taft will strike 
at the structure of the Democratic plat- 
form. Though even a rough draft of that 
speech has not yet been drawn, a con- 
versation he had with friends here this 
afternoon indicated clearly that the Dem- 
ocratic plank on railroad regulation, es- 
pecially the paragraph declaring illegal 
all agreements not previously filed with 
and sanctioned by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, will receive his par- 
ticular attention. 

“An attempt to frame one plank to 
embody two fundamentally irreconcilable 
principles is now instanced for the first 
time by the Democratic Party in its Den- 
ver platform.” 

These were about the words Judge Taft 
used in summing up his adverse criticism 
of this Democratic plank to-day.

The so-called contradictory plank re- 
ferred to is that in which the Denver 
Convention advocated the adoption of a 
law requiring corporations § controll- 
ing 25 per cent, of any business to take 
out a Federal license, subjecting them- 
selves, consequently, to the Federal law, 
while at the same time specifying that 
this lgw shall in no wise relieve the li- 
censed corporations from the cares of 
the States in which they do business, 
One phase of this plank particularly con- 
demned by Judge Taft is that the H- 
cense law Advocated by it is mandatory 
in its nature, requiring the filing of agree- 
ments or declaring those agreements 
null, 

In contrast to this legislation advocat- 
ed by the Democrats, Judge Taft has in 


mind the Hepburn bill, which failed of 
Passage at the last session of Congress. 
That bill, which permitted Federal li- 
censes to be taken out and granted sub- 
sequent immunity in case agreements 
were not objected ‘to within a specified 
time, was drawn in close conformity to 
lines indicated by President Roosevelt. 

As distinguished by ‘Judge Taft, one dif- 
ference between the Democratic and Re- 
publican attitudes on this point is that 
the Democrats advocate a mandatory 
statute, while the Republican measure 
leaves the question of a Federal Hcense 
optional with the corporation. Another 
point which Mr. Taft holds up as in 
favor of the Roosevelt idea is that a 
law along the lines of the Hepburn bill 
would not leave a corporation between the 
upper and nether millstones of Federal 
regulation implied in licenses and the laws 
of any’ one or more of the forty-six 
States in which the corporation may 
have dealings. 

The plank on injunctions will receive 
much attention. riticism from Demo- 
cratic. sources having been made on his 
record while on the bench in respect to 
the process of the injunction, and the two 
parties ‘having adopted planks on that 
subject which are liable to play an impor- 
tant part in the campaign, Mr. Taft will 
declare his position in forceful terms.

AFTER PAPER TRUST AGAIN. 
Mr. Ridder Says Publishers Are stil! 


Oppressed and Appeals to Roosevelt. 


Herman Ridder, President of the Amerl- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
has written a letter to President Roose- 
velt, under date of June’ 29, in which he 
asks the President's aid, in behalf of 
the association, to stop the alleged op- 
pressions of the combinations of paper 
manufacturers. Mr. Ridder points out 
that eight months ago the association 
submitted to the Department of Justice 
material relating to seven groups of pa- 
per makers. 

The outcome of the elght months’ effort, 
Mr. Ridder adds, fm that direction is in- 
significant. Twenty-four companies, he 
says, acting together in the Fibre and 
Manila Association, added $16 per ton to 
the price of fibre and manila paper on an 
annual output of 200,000 tons, in success- 
ive raises of $5, $2, $2, $3, and $4, the 
result being an average addition of $10 
per ton, or $2,000,000 per annum, imposed 
by the paper combinetions upon the con- 
sumers. 

All but two of these compagies pleaded 
guilty when brought up for trial, and a 
total fine of $48,000 was imposed for an 
extortion of $2,000,000, which Mr. Ridder 
says “places a premium on lawlessness, 
and brings vividly to us a realization of 
the hopelessness of relief under methods 
that prevail, especially when the United 
States District Attorney, while granting 
immunity to the individuals, urges leni- 
ency for the corporations that employ 
them.’’ So far as the association has 
been able to learn, Mr. Ridder says, no 
steps have been taken against the Box 
Board Pool or the Sulphite Pulp Assoctia- 
tion, whose bylaws were submitted to the 
|'Department of Justice eight months ago, 
or against the other offenders. 

‘“‘Tf such acts are to be tolerated,”’ con- 
cludes Mr. Ridder, “then the whole pro- 
ceeding becomes a travesty upon Govern- 
ment. May we ask what becomes of the 
consumer? What becomes of the other 
oe ne pools? How long must we wait 

efore the news print paper user will ob- 
tain relief? Are prevarication and per- 
jury and acts of contempt to go unpun- 
shed? .Are the distinct prohibitions of 
the courts to be ignored? 

‘* Not only are the paper makers keep- 
ing their own employ2s in idleness, but 
they are enforcing idleness upon thou- 
sands of workers in printing and publish- 
ing plants throughout the country. The 
testimony of the officers of allied print- 
ing trades unions upon that point is over- 
whelming. I send herewith a copy of the 
indictment.”

In the 
making of laws, for instance, the Presi- 
dent joins with the Senate and the House; 
he may recommend, but he is powerless 
to legislate, except as a majority of the 
Senate and the House concur with him.

}pendent of each other, each having a 
veto over the other, and the President 
| has a. veto over both, except that the | 

Senate and House can, by a two-thirds | 
override the President’s veto. The | 
influence of the President over legisla- 
tion is, therefore, limited; he shares Te- 
sponsibility with a large number of the 
people’s representatives. 

* Even in the enforcement of law he 
is hedged about by restrictions. He acts 
through an Attorney General, (whose ap- 
pointment must be approved by the Sen- 
ate,) and offenders against the law must 
be prosecuted in the courts, so that here 
again the responsibility is divided. In the 
making ef important appointments, too, 
he must consult the Senate, and is, of 
necessity, compelled to exercise care and 
discretion. The most important requisite 
in a President, as in other officials, is 
that his sympathy shall be with the whole 
people rather than with any fraction of 
the’ population. He ts constantly called 
upon to act in the capacity of a jJudge— | 
deciding between the importunities f

those who seek favors and the rights and | 
interests of the public. Unless his sym- 
pathies are right, the few are sure to 
have an advantage over the many, for 
the masses have no one to present their 
claims. They act only at elections, and 
must trust to their representatives to pro- 
tect them from all their foes. 

‘*Second, the President must have 
knowledge of public questions and the 
ability to discern between the true and 
the false; he must be able to analyze con- 
ditions and to detect the sophistries that 
are always employed by those who seek 
unfair advantages. He must possess the 
moral courage to stand against the in- 
fluences that are brought to bear in 
favor of special interests. In fact, the 
quality of moral courage is as essential 
in a public official as either right sym- 
pathies or a trained mind. 

“A President must have counselors, 
and, to make wise use of counselors, he 
must be open to convictions. The Presi- 
dent is committed by his platform to cer- 
tain policies, and the platform is binding: | 
he is also committed to certain principles | 
of government, and these he is in duty 
bound to apply in all matters that come 
before him. But there is a wide zone in 
which he must act upon his own judg- 
ment, and here he ought to have the aid 
of intelligent, conscientious, and faithful , 
advisers. The law provides these, to a; 
certain extent, in giving him a Cabinet, 
and the Vice President ought to be made 
a member of the Cabinet ex officio, in or- 
der, first, that the President may have 
the benefit of his wisdom and knowledge 
of affairs, and, second, that the Vice 
President may be better prepared to take 
up the work of the President in case of 
a vacancy in the Presidential office. 
There ought to be cordial relations also 
between the President and those who oc- 
cupy positions of influence in the co-or- 
dinate branches of the Government, for 
our Government is not a one-man Gov- | 
ernment, but a Government in which the 
chosen representatives of the people labor | 
together to give expression to the will of 
the voters. ; 

“But the Presidency is the highest posi- ,

If he is a devout believer in our theory of 
government, recognizes the Constitutional 
distribution of powers, trusts thoroughly | 
in the people and fully sympathizes with 
them in thelr aspirations and hopes, he 
has an opportunity to do a splendid work;

Mother Claire, Provincial of the West- 
ern Province, at to-day’s conference, 
said. she could say that none of her asso- 
ciliates would leave the Episcopal Church 
for Rome. Mother Claire and Mother 
Catherine, in chargé of the southern 
district, will probably both go to Peeks- 
kill to* prevent any further desertions 
from the order among the nuns there. 
Mother Claire, it is pélleved here, will 
be chosen to succeed the Mother Superior. 

Mother Claire received notification to- 
day that Mother Edith nad been formally 
received into the Roman Catholic Church 
at Philadelphia on last Saturday. 

Mother Edith’s conversion to Romanism 
igs causing one of the biggest sensations 
ever known in the Episcopal Church, as 
the Mother Superior General was a wom- 
an of deep learning and of wide influ- 
ence. She was nominally the head of the 
work of the sisterhood in all of the larger 
cities of the country, of the schools of the 
order, including Kemper Hall in Kenosha, 
St, Catharine’s Hall at Davenport, Iowa; 
St. Mary’s School in New York, St. Ga- 
briel’s School at Peekskill, N. Y., and St. 
Mary’s School at Memphis, Tenn., as well 
as the great homes for children in Mem- 
phis, in New York, and in Chicago. 

“For some time,” said Sister Claire,

Room for Farman’s Machine, Coming 
Here, Found on the Samiand. 


After a series of conferences with steam- 
ship officials and cable dispatches be- 
tween Thomas R. MacMechen and Frank 
S. Lahm in Paris, Mr. MacMechen said 
last night at the Hotel Astor that word 
had been sent to Farman requesting him 
to ship his big airship with all possible 
haste to Antwerp and stow it on board 
the steamer Samland, which will sail from 
Antwerp for Boston on Thursday. Mr. 
Lahm has been conducting the negotia- 
tions on behalf of Farman for the St. 
Louis syndicate, which had practically 
completed all arrangements to bring the 
successful aeronaut to this country 
when, at the eleventh hour, it was dis- 
covered that on account of its great size 


the passenger steamers refused to carry 
the machine, 

It had been supposed by members of 
the Aero Club here that the wings of 
the machine could be folded up and 
stowed away in a moderate compass. As 
the cases containing the framework with 
the wings are over forty-five feet long 
they are too big for the hold and too long 
for the deck.

POLICE THINK: GIRL 
WAS SLAIN IN AUTO 


Body Found in Teal’s Lake Near 
Troy Was That of 
Hazel Drew. 


HAD BEEN A GOVERNESS 


Believed That Body Was Carried In 
‘ Mysterious Automobile Seen In 
Vicinity on Night of Fourth. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TROY, N. Y., Judy 18.—The county au- 
thorities are following every clue which 
might lead to the solution of the mystery 
of the death of 19-year-old Hazel I. Drew 
of this city, whose body was found in! 
Teal’s Lake, ten miles from here, Satur- 
day night by Gilbert Miller, a farmer of 
Sand Lake. ’ 

The autopsy showed that the girl did 
not die from drowning, and that her skull 
was fractured. The wound on the head is 
sufficient to have caused her death, 

The police are trying to find the four 
occupants of an automobile, two men and 
two women, one of whom they believe to 
have been Miss Drew, which was seen 
Hear Teal’s Lake on the night of July 4. 
The theory they are working on is that 
Miss Drew was murdered in an auto- 
mobile, probably ‘in this.city, and her 
body taken in the automobile to the lake. 
They believe that the wound on the head 

ay have been caused with a tool from 
the toolbox of the auto. 

Miss Drew had been in the employ of 
Prof. Edward KR. Cary of the Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute as a governess. She 
acked her belongings there July 3 and 
eft, saying she was going to visit friends 
in Watervliet. She later visited her 
aunt, Minnie Taylor, who is employed in 
Troy, and told her also that she was on 
the way to Watervliet. 

No trace of her subsequent movements 
has been obtained. Her trunk was deliv- 
ered that night to the house of her par- 
ents at 400 Fourth Street, in this city. 
When she disappeared she carried a suit 
case marked with the initials H. I. D., 
wore a pair of eyeglasses, and had a 
brown shopping bag. None of these ar- 
ticles has been found. 

County Detective Kaye and District At- 
torney’s officer Powers went to Water- 
viiet to-day and interviewed Mrs. Thomas 
Moran and Mrs. John P. Rowe, who are 
said to have been friends of the murdered 
girl. They said she had not visited them 
for a month, They were unable to give 
the officers any information. 

The lice theory is that when Miss 
Drew left Prof. Cary’s home she mot 
some persons with whom she had an en- 
agement to spend the Fourth of July. 

his meeting, it is believed, led to her 
death, 

The father and mother to-day iden- 
tified the clothing which the dead girl 
wore as belonging to their daughter. he 
father subsequently identified the body 


itself at the Morgue. 

Miss Drew wore a gold badge fastened 
to her dress, the emblem of Some Hng- 
lish or Canadjan association, bearing the 
Latin inscription ‘‘ Concordia Salus.”’ She 
also wore a small Atlas pin in the collar 
of her dress. These identification marks 
were not removed in the evident haste 
with which the body was thrown into the 
pond, Her hat and gloves, however, were 
found some distance from the edge of the 
pond where, the police think, they caught 
on the bushes as the body was dragged 
to the water’s edge. In the hat was a 
hatpin with the initial ‘‘ H.” 

Christopher Crape, who keeps a hotel at 
Sand Lake, says that on the night of July 
4 an automobile, without lights, went past 
his place. It came from the direction of 
Albany, This was in the evening. There 
were two men and two women in the 
auto. : 

At 2 o'clock the ncxt morning Crape 
was sitting on the porch of his hotel try- 
ing'to get cool. The same auto came back 
and passed the house again, still without 
lights. 

Only one woman was in it at that time 
and two men. The police believe that 
when the auto passed the house going 
north Miss Drew’s body was in the auto- 
mobile, and that it was thrown into the 
pond,

that neither he nor his wife knew of any

Mercury’s Highest Notch Was 90 De- 
grees and Humidity Was Low.

Mr. Honson was mistaken about the 
fWwar with Japan.

THREE-CENT FARES. 

We printed on Sunday e calculation 
by the City Statistician of Cleveland 
showing that the passengers in the 
street cars of that town will profit by 
8-cent fares to a total of $2,000,000 an- 
nually. That is highly satisfactory, 
but it is not the last word. The Sta- 
tisticilan neglects to calculate how long 
the company can afford to carry pas- 
sengers at the 3-cent rate. For May 
the company’s deficit was $54,916, al- 
though the 3-cent fare was so far from 
being geheral that there is a suit for 
enlarging the zone within which pas- 
sengers may ride for the reduced rate. 
The 3-cent company charges up to 7 
cents for rides with transfers: If it is 
compelled to charge 3 cents as a maxi- 
mum its deficit must grow, and it is 
only a question of time when there will 
be another arrangement. 

As the matter stands, transfers are 
issued at the rate of 75,000 daily, or 
about half the previous rate. People 
walk rather than pay the price asked 
for transfers. Moreover, the company 
is so weakened by the loss of its old in- 
come that the,service has been reduced. 
Cars do not run so often, nor so fast, 
| asia some lines have been abandoned. 
| There have been mass meetings of the 
people who have saved the $2,000,000, 
and they have not passed resolutions of 
thanks. On the contrary, they asked 
= a referendum upon which the boon 
may be reconsidered in all its aspects. 

Whatever may have been saved to a 
Mmited circle of short-distance riders, 
the town has not profited.

The Manufacturers’ Association is so 
far from being convinced by the argu- 
ment on behaif of the railways regard- 
ing their intention to advanc@ freight 
rates that it proposes to take the sub- 
ject before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. As a@ consequence, the 
country is likely to have an agitating 
discussion about an econo:nic matter 
not well suited to popular discussion, 
and which in the old days would have 
been settled without taking the opinion 
of everybody. It is useless to balance 
the disadvantages of the old and the 
new methods. We must take the mat- 
ter as we find it, and strive for a set- 
tlement uporm the merits, disregarding 
prejudices. 

The argument of Mr. Hoe, on behalf 
of the Manufacturers’ Association, pre- 
sents forcibly the old truisms that it 
is economic heresy to advance prices 
during a time of depression, and that 
such advances if made would harm 
rather than help tae situation. It is 
doubtless trus that all artificial inter- 
ference with prices {is uneconomic, 
Upon principle all prices should be left 
free to advance or recede, according 
to the market. But that is not the 
present situation, and ihe argument to 
that extent is not applicable. Railway 
rates are abnormally low, partially 
through reductions ordered by law and 
partially through improvements in the 
art of railway management, which the 
railways were sharing fairly with their 
customers without the compulsion of 
law. Railway rates are not only rela- 
tively lower than they ought to be— 
they are so low that the question, of 
railway solvency is raised. 

It is neither economic nor advan- 
tageous that railway rates should be 
kept so low that their capital shall be 
impaired or their capacity to serve the 
community be lessened. Economic equal- 
ity can be reached in either of two 
ways—elther the railways may be 
allowed to raise their rates to a level 
economically remunerative or their 
costs, which are abnormally high, may 
be legislated down or otherwise con- 
trolled in a manner to place the rail- 
Ways upon an equality with other in- 
terests. Mr. HoIrLe argues that rail- 
ways have no claim to exemption from 
the depression which affects all com- 
mercial enterprises. At least they have 
a right to share the common prosperity, 
and that right should be restored to 
them. Mr. Brown’s argument is not 
that railway prices should be placed 
and kept on an abnormally high level, 
but that economic-equality should be 
obtained by allowing railways to ad- 
vance equitably and reasonably prices 
which were artificially depressed during 
a decade when all other prices were 
steadily advancing. 

Mr. Horin’s argument that such an 
advance of railway rates would be dis- 
advantageous to other interests also 
suffering depression is an affirmation, 
not an argument. Mr. Brown for the 
railways advances a contrary affirma- 
tion in equal good faith. If the rail- 
ways thought higher rates would be 
bad for trade they would not desire 
them, for bad trade is bad for the rail- 
ways. But Mr. Brown advances facts 
and arguments to prove that any rates 
under contemplation would hurt nobody, 
and in fact would hardly be felt by any? 


‘body. The reason ts sino snd plan 
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Railways are impoverished by the ac- 
cumulation of losses é6f millions of mills, 
charges s0 small that they are below 
ordinary commercial calculation. An 
advance of 10 per cent. on refrigerators 
might or might not add less than 10 
cents to the cost of a $15 or $20 article. 
The loss of that 10 per cent. might 
mean the bankruptcy of railways. The 
collection of that 10 per cent. would 
quicken many trades, and in the ag- 
gregate might realize that renewed 
prosperity which all desire, and which 


can never be realized unless railways 
are prosperous. 


Admittedly cheapness compatible with 
solvency is a boon, in railway rates or 
anything else. But there is no right 
in economics or equity to prices below 
cost. Somebody pays all bills. This 
demand for the right to put railway 
rates on a profitable basis is the price 
for our debauch in legislation, and for 
Mr. Rooseve t's prohibition of the re- 
duction of wages. Unhappily the bill 
cannot be presented to the legislators 
or to Mr. Roosnve.itT. The bill now 
comes before the electorate politically, 
and commercially to everybody. Every- 
body has a hand in formulating the 
decision, and everybody ought there- 
fore to understand the situation, which 
more are interested in befogging than 
in explaining. 


OVER THE LINE. 

We are pleased to remark that Mr. 
RoBERT HUNTER said publicly, on hear- 
ing of the Democratic nominations, 
“ BRYAN simply cannot win.” But Mr. 
HuNTpR's reasons for his opinion aré 
as unconvincing as his arguments fa 
behalf of Socialism. Mr. HuntTpr’s 
version of the campaign is that a 
Bryan scare will be started with the 
object of terrifying the unsophisticated 
Mr. MorGan and others in his claas 
of undesirable citizens, In response to 
his agonized question whether nothing 
can be done to save Tart, * CHARLEY 
MuRPHY will say, ‘I might try, Mr. 
MorGAn; you know I count some of the 
votes, * * ® Mr. Morcan will come 
up with the money. * * * Murpuy 
will buy his repeaters * * * and 
poor BRYAN will lose as Hprarst did.” 

This seems to us over the line of cam- 
paign arguments permissible to any- 
body, and particularly to a person of 
Mr. Hunter's intelligence and respect- 
able associations. No man should be 
allowed with {mpunity to undermine his 
country’s institutions, and {mputations 
upon the purity of our suffrage are as 
pernicious as assaults upon the courts. 
This slur upon New York’s electorate 
is particularly ill-timed, following so 
soon the demonstration that Mr. 
Hearst's claim of martyrdom in being 
counted out was baseless. It would be 
well that Mr. Huntsr’s associates in 
the classes to which he belongs should 
let him see that they disapprove such 
talk. And even then harm will be done 
among those who believe what Mr. 
HUNTER says. The Socialists are ac- 
customed to complain of the misrepre- 
sentation of their position, But it would 
be hard to surpass this misrepresenta- 
tion of Mr. Hunter’s. It is less sur- 
prising in a Socialist than in others, for 
Socialists make their lack of patriotism 
a virtue.

| at least debatable skill, and he passes 


upon their qualities with a greater de- 


| gree of relentless refinement. 


Since he discharged his “™ poison 
squad” of Government clerks Dr. 
Wier has devoted his attention to the 
“baby foods.”” He has decided that, 
inasmuch as infants find it difficult er 
impossible to digest starch, that sub- 
stance must be rigidly excluded from all 
compounds labeled “food for babies.” 
From this decision the recourse, we pre- 
sume, would be another appeal to Presi- 
dent Rooseve.t, the assembling of a 
baby poison squad, and the appointment 
of a board of college professors to 
take their temperatures as the infants 
sample the foods. A Nation which has 
consumed “self-raising buckwheat” 
in the form of griddle cakes will be 
surprised to learn that it is neither 
buckwheat nor self-raising. The buck- 
wheat is mixed with wheat flour, and, 
of course, it cannot rise to the ritht 
griddle-cake fluffiness without further 
admixture with phosphate, soda, and 
salt. Makers of cattle and poultry 
foods are on notice that it igs not 
enough to purge their product of the 
poisonous corn cockle and jimson 
weed; if spiced with condiments, which 
are not possessed of nourishing prop- 
erties, it must not be called food. 

Such decisions cannot be altogether 
infallible. Undoubtedly the manufac- 
turers will wrangle, and with some 
success, to get them changed. They 
are made, however, on the principle 
that the label should tell the consumer 
what he is getting. When the trade- 
marks of the manufacturers become 
accurately descriptive they will have to 
undergo no more costly alterations.

Britisher Hopes to Eclipse in Antarctic 
Peary’s Northern Dash. 


It was said yesterday that when Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary leaves Sydney, 
Cape Breton, this week, for Etah, Green- 
land, on his way to Cape Sheridan, where 
he will establish the base from which he 
will make his next dash for the North 
Pole, it will mark the beginning of 
an international raée between the Amer- 
ican explorer and Lieut. Ernest H. 
Shackleton, R. N., who is trying to ac- 
complish in the south pole regions what 
Peary 1s in the north. Despite the fact 


| that Lieut. Shackleton has a year's start, 


Peary, nevertheless, expects to get fur- 
ther north than the British explorer does

of babies now dying of diarrheal diseases, 
The figures, which are for bables under 
one year of age, show that in the six 
weeks from June 1 to July ll, this year, 
the increase over 1907 is 50 per cent. for 
Manhattan and the Bronx; 8) per cent. 
for Brooklyn; 133 per cent. for Queens; 
55 per cent. for Richmond, and 66 per 
cent. for all boroughs. Last week’s diar- 
rheal record for babies was as follows:

| FAIRHAVEN, N. J., July 18.—This lit- 
tle village, on the banks of the Navesink, 
| furnished perhaps the last department 
problem that William H. Taft, the Re- 
publican candidate for President, had to 
wrestle with during his term as Secretary 
of War. The problem is one of poultry 
and eggs, and Gen. Luke E. Wright, his 
successor as War Secretary, and all the 
bureau chiefs in the War Department 
are trying to adjust the matter. The 
question has to do with the effect of 
the concussion resulting from the fire 
of the great guns that guard the en- 
trance to New York Harbor on eggs in 
process of hatching. : 

For more than a century Fairhaven has 
been famous in the poultry world as the 
producer of fine chickens, and any- 
thing that affects the industry is sure 
ito cause a commotion in the village. In 
order to get the justice that is due the 
poultry raisers of Fairhaven, one of 
'the most prominent of its 300 citizens 
wrote a letter to Secretary Taft shortly 
| before the Secretary’s nomination for the 
| Presidency, in which he asked that the 
War Department take up the question of 
damages to eggs in incubators and under 
hens that were ruined by the concussions 
in this vicinity due to the firing of the 
large guns at Forts Hamilton and 
Wadsworth. 

A. W. Handy of Fairhaven, who raises 
some of the finest chickens in all New 
Jersey, took the question up with Secre- 

|} tary Taft. He had several hundred eggs 
that were, at the time of the sham war- 
fare in the forts, in incubators and under 
hens. The eggs were all ruined, and on 
investigation he found that the loss of 
the prospective chicks was due entirely 
to the shaking they got when the big 
|guns were fired during the sham battle 
that was the feature of the coast artil- 

lery manoeuvres on the night of June 18. 

Here is a copy of Mr. Handy’s letter to 
Secretary Taft: 

Fairhaven, N. J., June 22, 1908. 

The Honorable Secretary of War, Wash- 

ington, D. C.: 

Dear Sir: Kindly pardon the liberty I 
take in writing this letter to you. I ama 
poor man and have a large family, and as 
what I am writing about is the Govern- 
ment’s fault, I thought I would write and 
see what could be done in the matter. I 
am in the chicken business, and on March 
29 last I set my incubators and also my 
hens, The incubators held 120 eggs each, 
for which I paid $5 a hundred. For the 
settings, under hens, I paid $1 each. 

On the 12th of June I tested the eggs 
and found that one incubator had ninety- 
three fertile eggs and the other eighty- 
seven fertile eggs in it. One of the hens 
had nine fertile and the other eleven fertile 
eggs. On Thursday, June 18, quite a large 
number of the eggs had pipped. That night 
the shooting of the sham battle took place 
and it killed all my chicks in the shell. 
Kindly let me hear from you in regard to 
this matter. As I said before, I am a poor 
man and this means quite a loss to me. 
Trusting for an early reply, I am, yours 
truly, A. W. HANDY. 
Mr. Handy had no idea of the contro- 

versy he was stirring up when he wrote 
this letter. He thought that the Gov- 
ernment, realizing that it had injured 
his property, would quickly recognize the 
justice of his claim and ay for the 
ruined eggs. But Mr. Handy found out 
his mistake in short order. Instead of 
a check by return mail, the claim was 
referred to the officérs in command of 
the forts that caused the trouble, and by 
them referred back to a Gen. 
Arthur Murray, Chief of Artillery, took 
a hand in the indorsing, as did also Adjt. 
Gen, Ainsworth and various other high 
officers who have to do with the admin- 
istration of coast artillery affairs. 

After much traveling back and forth, 
the Handy complaint came back to Col. 
Harris, 
trict of New York, with headquarters at 
Fort Hancock, for investigation. Col. 
Harris set all the machinery at his com- 
mand in motion, and the result was the 
following indorsement to Washington 
concerning the Handy eggs: 

Fort Hancock, June 28, 1908, 

With reference to the effect of concussion 
on eggs, I will state that Fairhaven, N 
J., is about two miles from Red Bank, be- 
tween Red Bank and Oceanic, and can be 
reached by Red Bank boat, which makes, 
I understand, one trip daily each way. 
There was no firing at Fort Hancock at 
any time during Thursday, June 18, and 
there never is any night firing. The sham 
battle referred to occurred in the Narrows 
(Forts Wadsworth and Hamilton) Thursday 
morning and evening, between 8 and 10 
me It does not seem probable that 
this firing could have affected the eggs 
No other complaint has been received here.

Sheppard and Sullivan Each Cap- 
ture a Heat in the 1,500- 
Meter Run. 


KING OPENS THE OLYMPIAD 


Rain Mars Opening of Shepherd’s Bush 
Stadium — Decorators Overlook 
American and Swedish Flags. 


LONDON, July 18.—Rain interfered bad- 
ly to-day with the opening of the fourth 
international Olympiad by the King at 
the Stadium at Shepherd's Bush, and al- 
though it cleared off before the hour set 
for the formal ceremony, the attendance 
fell far short of expectations. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
the royal box, which had been fitted up 
for the accommodation of forty persons, 
commenced to fill up, the early arrivals 
including the Crown Prince and the Crown 
Princess of Sweden and their children, 
the Crown Prince and the Crown Princess 
of Greece, the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught, and the Duke and Duchess of 
Argyll. A short time afterward the play- 
ing of the National anthem by a band 
of the Grenadier Guards announced the 
arrival of King Edward, Queen Alexan- 
dra, and Princess Victoria with their 
suites, who had been driven in state from 
Buckingham Palace. Lord Desborough, 
Chairman of the Council of the British 
Olympic Asscciation, welcomed 


and presented the members of the Inter- 
national Olympic Council. 


As the King entered the royal box a | 


bugiler gave a signal, the gates leading to 
the campetitors’ quarters flew open, and 
the athletes marched out under the ban- 
ners of their respective nations. The pro- 
cession was formed in alphabetical order, 
Austria leading, with the exception that 
the English-speaking races came last. 
This latter section was led by the Amer- 
ican team, with Garrells of the Chicago 
Athletic Association at its head, carrying 
the Stars and Stripes. The British colo- 
nies were directly behind the Americans, 
nage the end the United Kingdom as 
osts. 

Before the arrival of King Edward the 
athletes paraded around the ground. The 
representatives of the United Kingdom 
looked formidable with their array of 513 
men. The nearest approach to this num- 
ber was France’s 219 contestants. Sweden 
came next in size, with 169, and then 
Hungary, with 154 men. The Americans 
would have had the next largest army, 
with 148, but Trainer Mike Murphy re- 
fused to allow all the men te come up for 
the ceremony, insisting that they remain 
at their quarters at Brighton until called 
on for more serious work. In all, twenty- 
one countries were represented, and 
among that gathering Turkey was repre- 
sented with one competitor. 


The athletes having taken up positions | 


facing the royal box, the Americans in the 
centre, flanked by the Canadians and the 
Englishmen, Lord Desborough marched 


up with members of the Executive Com-, 


mittee and said: 

“Will your Majesty graciously declare 
the Olympic gagjes opened?” 

In reply the ng said: ‘I declare the 
Qlympic games of London open." 

The opening day of the Olympiad con- 
oluded with a brilliant civic reception by 
the Lord Mayor and Mayoress, which 
Was aitended by 1,000 guests, including 
Lord Desborough and the majority of the 
members of the councils and committees 
of the games, together with large num- 
bers of athletes. 

, The Lord Mayor, wearing the robes and 
chain of ofiice, received his guests at the 
entrance to the Egyptian Hall. It was 


one of the most cosmopolitan gatherings |! 


ever seen at Mansion House. The athletes 
evidently came to London unprepared for 
civic entertainments. Some were in flan- 
nels and others in morning attire, while 
et others wore the variegated combina- 
ons of every-day dress. The Germans 
and Swedes, however, were in uniform. 
In some of the events the contestants 
appeared affected by the adverse weather 
conditions, but in other events, particularly 
the 1,500-meter race, in which the great- 
est interest centred, the men were up to 
their form, and twice during the after- 
noon the record for the distance was 
smashed. Melvin W. Sheppard of the 
Irish-American Athletic Club of New 
York was the first to accomplish the 
trick, when, in the second heat, pressed 
“hard by his team mate, J. P. Halstead 


of the New York Athletic Club, he ran the! 


distance in the splendid time of 4:05, just 
two-fifths of a second faster than that 
made by J. D. Lightbody of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago at the Olympic games at 
St. Louis in 1904. 

The two Americans in this heat beat a 
mumber of good men, including G. But- 
terfield, the English four-mile champion, 
who finished a bad third. 

J. P. Sullivan of the Irish-American 
Athletic Club, and Lightbody, who were 


first and second respectively in the first | 


heat of this event, took longer to cover 
the distance, but they were not pressed. 


and doubtless could have done better if it | 


had been necessary. Meadows of Canada 
set out to make the pace in this heat, but 
Lightbody went to the front in the stretch 
and seemed a likely winner until Sullivan, 
with a fine burst of speed, passed him a 
few yards from the tape. 

The best performance of the day, how- 
ever, was that of M. F. Hallows, an Ox- 
ford Blue, who cut two seconds off the 
record, much to the surprise of everybody, 
as Hallows always has been at his best 
at the three miles, and 1,500 meters was 
considgred too short for him. He is now 
thought to be the most serious rival of 
the Americans in the final of this event, 
which will be run to-morrow.

Charles M. Daniels of the New York 
Athletic Club, although entered in the 
400-metre swim, did not start, having 
decided to reserve himself for the short- 
er distances. L. Budd Goodwin of the 
New York Athletic Club was the only 
other American entered, but he was un- 
placed. 

The other event of the day was the 
four-heat tandem bicycle race of 2,000 
metres, and, though some of the Ameri- 
cans were entered in this event, none of 
them reached the scratch. 

An incident which is causing much talk 
in sporting circles is the failure of the 
Olympic Committee to have either the 
American or Swedish flags displayed in 
the Stadium. The Americans remedied 
this omission somewhat by bringing out 
many of their own Stars and Stripes, 
but Bweden, although Crown Prince Gus- 
tave Adolph was.present, was represent- 
ed by but the single flag carried by that 
nation’s athletes.

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Banker Limantour of Mexico City 
Tells of the Border Up- 
risings. 


FINANCES IN GOOD SHAPE. 





Vera Cruz and Mexico Cities Comfort- | 
able Summer Resorts Compared 
to New York, He Says. 


J. M. Limantour, a well-known banker | 
and railroad man of Mexico City, and a 
brother of one of President Diaz's Cabi-| 
net officers, is advising New Yorkers to 
go to Mexico for the Summer. Yester- 
day, at the Plaza, in discussing the 
heat, Mexico's commercial position, and 
politics, and the recent uprisings there, 
he said: 

“It was almost amusing—the reports 
that Mexico was in the throes of a revo- 
lution. Americans so far from the scene 
cannot appreciate the lawlessness that | 
flourishes on the border between Texas | 
and Mexico, and the authorities of both | 
countries are hampered by the stringent | 
Jetter of the treaty of peace between the 
United States and Mexico. The bandits | 
who prey on the villages in this section 
know full well the value of the boundary 
line. They rob in Mexico and sell their 
loot in Texas, and vice versa, 

“These marauders band themgelves 
into companies of about fifty men and 
descend upon a. village and loot it. The 
sheriff is helpless, and by the time he 
is reinforced, the brigands are across the 
line in safety. It is farcical to think j 
that these bandits can rob and pillage, 
then jump on their bronchos and, a 
mile away, be immune from pursuit. 

“The boundary line of the two coun- 
tries is in the midst of 300 miles of arid 
desert in which the villagés are scat- 
tered. The villages of Las Vacas and 
Viesca were looted recently and the out- 
laws rode into Texas and were not ar- 
rested. Emboldened by this success, they 
arranged for the robbery of a pay train, 
but this was frustrated. 

“When a regiment of infantry was dis- 
patched from the City of Mexico the ban- 
dits waiked over into Texas again and | 
laughed at their pursuers. A rebellion in 
Mexico is impossible, and these attacks | 
on the villages are not so serious as | 
strikes in the Unitea States. In twenty | 
hours soldiers from the capital could be | 
on the scene of any uprising. 

“Tf lesser officials of the boundary line 
were as careful to exclude Mexican can |

laws as they are in the case of Mexican 
travelers there would not be so many 
disturbances. I came from Mexico in my 
private car, which the officials ransacked 
with much care. If the same caution were 
applied to the nomadic thieves who prey 
along the line the Mexican bandits would 
6qon be forced back and into the hands of 
the Mexican police. No armed body is | 
allowed across the line, and the Mexicans | 
are careful lest they violate this clause 
in the treaty. | 

“When Secretary Root came from 
Mexico a guard of honor accompanied | 
him to San Antonio, Texas, but the 
guardsmen were ordered to leave their 
uniforms and arms on the boundary line 
and journeyed to Texas bereft of them. 
It was merely conforming to the letter of 
the treaty, but it seems ridiculous, that 
felons can use Texas as a haven of 
Bafety. 

**Mexico is now In a good position 
financially, despite the reduction in the 
prices of silver, copper, and zi-c. The 
current rate of interest is 8 per cent., re- 
duced from a point higher just before I 
left. During the stringency of last Au- 
tumn, the Mexican banks were in a better 
condition than the banks of the United 
States. 

“We are awaiting the Taft-Bryan elec- 
tion with impatience. The Mexicans don’t 
care which candidate is elected, but they 
do wish the suspense was over. 

"New York in Summer is a revelation. 
I wish Americans could spend their Sum- 
mers in Vera Cruz or the City of Mexico. 
They would be far more comfortable 
than here.” 


BARGE AND SKIPPER ABLAZE. 


Blair's Captain Jumped Overboard, 
While Others Saved His Craft. 


Three brief minutes saw excitement 
a-plenty yesterday afternoon at Pier No. 
9, North River, at the foot of Rector 
Street. Capt. Dominick Domolopis was 
in the cabin of his barge lighter, the 
Harry A. Blair, on the deck of which a 
mumber of men were calking. Domolopis 
‘was melting the pitch, when it boiled over 
and set the cabin ablaze. 

The Captain’s clothing caught fire and 
he dashed up on deck and jumped over 
board. Near the lighter was the big 
freighter Altamaha. Harry A. Blair, the 
Dock Superintendent, leaped on the steam- 
ship and turned a stream of water on the 
lighter, putting out the blaze with small 
loss. 

Thus Blair saved the lighter, which had 
been named after him. Capt. Domolopis 
was pulled out of the water and taken to 
Hudson Street Hospital with burns on the 
legs and arms. He will recover. 


FINED FOR STEALING SLEEP. 


Unwelcome Lodger Finally Caught in 
Somnolent Grand Larceny. 


George D. Ferris, 18 years old, was ac- 
cused of stealing sleep in the West Side 
Court yesterday by William Ww.

CATS AT BIDE-A-WEE HOME. 
The Place Overrun with Them—A 
Scarcity of Dogs. 


The Bide-a-Wee Home is almost overrun 
with cats, and still they come. Dhile they 
are going out to new homes at the rate of 
fourteen a week, they are coming in at 
something like twenty a day. 

It was stated at the home, Lexington 
Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, yester- 
day that the reason for the almost rec- 
ord-breaking supply of cats on hand was 
the large number of families going out 
of the city for the Summer. The pets 
are put out into the streets to shift for 


themselves, and are sent to the home by 
agents of the society.

GRAIN MARKETS ADVANCE 


Wheat Rises Sharply on Damage Re- 
ports — Foreign Exchange 
Rates Higher. 


Movements on stock markets and grain 
markets were at variance yesterday. 
Where the Stock Exchange found grounds 
for cheerfulness in the over-Sunday de- 
velopments the Produce Exchange and 
the Chicago Board of Trade apparently 
discovered reasons for anxiety, and the 
dissimilar results were sharp gains in 
stocks and rather striking advances in 
wheat. Wheat prices have been remark- 
ably strong since the publication of the 
Government report on Wednesday of last 
week, but this strength has been attrib- 
uted to hot weather in the Spring wheat 
States rather than to the showing of 
wheat in the report ftself. Reports of 
injury to the growing grain were acocept- 
ed with reservation by the financial com- 
munity last week, and the situation does 
not seem to have reached the point where 
unmistakable and serious damage has 0oo- 
curred. Nevertheless, a horizontal ad- 
vance of 5 cents a bushel within a week 
calls for caréful consideration. So far 
speculation and the scanty supplies in 
second hands have probably played a 
bigger part in the rise than crop deterio- 
ration, It was noteworthy yesterday that 
corn closed lower. The stock market 
neglected grain movements. The ap- 
pearance of fair-sized buying orders for 
London account at the opening of busi- 
ness in Union Pacific and a limited num- 
ber of the international issues promoted 
quick advances which were carried to 
gains of 2 points or so in many shares 
before afternoon. Reports of reviving 
business, the determined efforts by the 
railroads, as evidenced by Vice President 
Brown's letter to tWe Manufacturers’ 
Association, and minor developments of a 
favorable import, such as the re-employ- 
ment of 1,000 men by the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works, had more or less influ- 
ence upon sentiment. The trading nar- 
rowed as the day progressed, and the fina] 
calculation of dealings displayed a loss of 
some 200,000 shares as compared with the 
last full business day, Friday of last 
week.

INJUNCTION RAISED - 
ON D., T. & 1 NOTES 


Ramsey Committee Loses and 
Security Will Be Sold at 
Auction To-day 


| UNLESS NEW MOVE IS MADE 


Some Talk of Further Court Action to 
Stop the Sale— Victory for 
the Hollins Interests. 


Judge Blanchard, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday dissolved the injunction granted 
a fortnight ago at the request of the 
Ramsey Committee of Detroit, Toledo & 
Ironton noteholders against the sale by 
the Hollins interest of the agreements 
covering $1,208,000 notes pledged with the 
United States Mortgage and Trust Com- 
pany as security for a loan to Kleyboite 
& Co. Notice was given yesterday that 
the sale of these notes, which has been 
adjourned from day to day while the in- 
junction proceedings were pending, will 
take plabe at the Exchange Salesroom at 
11:30 this morning. There is a chance, 
however, that the sale will be delayed by 
further proceedings to be brought by some 
of the noteholders connected with the 
Ramsey Committee. 

Parties acting in the interest of the 
Ramsey Committee, it was learned yester- 
day, have recently been in negotiation 
with several trust companies for a loan of 
over $800,000, to be used for the purpose 
of taking up the notes now held as col- 
lateral by the United States Mortgage 
and Trust Company, the agreements cov- 
ering which notes the Hollins’ interests 
have proposed to sell at auction, 

By raising this loan the Ramsey Com- 
mittee would be in a position to pay off 
the loan at the United States Mortgage 
and Trust Company and come into pos- 
session of the $1,208,000 pledged as col- 
lateral. Then, by causing these notes to 
be deposited along with its other notes, 
the Ramsey Committee would have an 
actua] majority of the $5,500,000 issue. 

The Ramsey Committee held an in- 
formal meeting yesterday after Judge 
Blanchard’s decision was made, and it 
was practically decided, a representative 
of the committee stated, that no further 
proceedings would be brought to prevent 
the sale so far as the Ramsey Commit- 
tee was concerned. It was reported later, 
however, that another move to block the 
sale was under discussion through an 
action to be brought by some individual. 

Both sides to the controversy have held 
that control of the reorganization of the 
Detroit,. Toledo & Ironton would pass to 
whomever obtained control of this block 
of $1,208,000 of notes. The figure of the 
Ramsey Committee to obtain an injunc- 
tion against the sale of these notes was 
regarded as a decided victory for the 
Hollins interest, and as promising them 
a controlling position in reference to the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton as well as 
of the Ann Arbor unless success attends 
the Ramsey Committee’s plan to raise 
money on the notes already deposited with 
it to pay off the loan. 


SCHWAB A STEEL OPTIMIST. 


He Looks for a Gradual Improvement, 
He Says—No Price Changes. 


Charles M. Schwab, President o* the 
Rethlehem Steel Corporation, who, on his 
return from Europe Saturday, went im- 
mediately to his country home in Loretto, 
Penn., talked optimistically concerning 
the steel outlook when he returned to his 
office at 111 Broadway yesterday.

THE COTTON MARKET. 
Quotations Opened Steady, but Ruled 
Generally Weak—Closed at a Decline. 


The cotton market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2 to 4 points and ruled generally weak, 
at one time showing a net loss of 12 to 16 
points on the new crop positions under disap- 
pointing cables, unsatisfactory accounts from 
spinning districts, free offerings of spot cotton 
from the Southwest—old cotton—said to be at 
lower prices, and continued brilliant crop pros- 
pects, as generally reported. A crop report 
issued by a Southern newspaper, however, re- 
ported a deterioration in the Atlantic States 
and in Southern Texas, owing to rains. As 
recent selling has been largely upon the theory 
of an exceptional season, any indications of | 
adverse tendencies caused the bears to hesitate, 
and to-day’s market was quiet, partly in view 
of the report referred to, and partly owihg to 
private reports to much the same effect—just 
enough to arrest selling, and not enough to 
stimulate demand. The trade as a whole seems 
to have come to a stand, awaiting definite tes- 
timony as to whether the crop has suffered 
any actual reverse singe the last official 
monthly crop report. The Southern spot mar- 
kets were officially reported unchanged to t¢c 
lower, The market closed steady at net, 1 
point decline on July, and 2 to 1i points de- 
cline on the later months. Sales estimated at 
75,000 bales.

GRAIN AND PROVISIONS. 


WHEAT.—The dry weather tn North Dakota 
over Sunday started a big demand for wheat 
at the opening of the market yesterday, which 
Was continued off and on up to the last hour, 
when realizing caused a partial setback, al- 
though final prices were still 2c net higher. 
Some of the reports from North Dakota were 
very bullish, including one from Snow, in 
which he estimated 25 per cent. damage in one 
Section, and that if hot weather continues for 
another week the entire crop will be destroyed. 
Others estimated damage in the State at from 
40 to 50 per cent., but with rumors of rain 
in the late afternoon opinions ag to the crop 
outlook up there were modified a little, and 
there was more disposition to consider the ex- 
treme damage reports as exaggerated. Never- 
theless, the early influence of this news on 
the market was very decided, and before the 
upturn was checked Minneapolis had advanced 


fully 8 cents per bushel, with a large and 
broadening speculative trade. An example of 
the wheat movement was furnished by Kansas 
City, which had 244,000 bushels, compared with 
172,000 bushels last year, and St, Louis, where 
receipts were 188,000 bushels, against 79,000 
bushels a year ago, all Winter wheat points 
getting 466,000 bushels, or nearly twice as much 
as last year.

Vice President Brown Says Such 
a Commission Would Satisfy 
the New York Central. 


DEFENDS THE WAGE SCALE 


Counting High Cost of Living, Pay of 
Men Isn't Too High, He Says— 
Railways Not Playing Politics. 


A commission, similar to the Anthracite 
Coal Strike Commission, appointed in 1902 
by President Roosevelt to settle the dif- 
ferences between the mine owners and

Whether such a commission to settle the 
rate dispute would be acceptable to all 
the trunk line railroads is not known, as 
the proposition has not been submitted 
to them. Neither is it known from which 
side the request for the appointment of 
‘such a commission would come, in the 
‘event of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission refusing to consider the question 
before the rates go in effect. But it Is 
suggested that such a request might be 
made by the members of the Manufact- 
urers’ Association of New York, the or- 
ganization which is protesting most vig- 
orously at this time against any increase, 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
is not empowered to act on a matter of 
this kind prior to its official notification 
that a new and increased rate has gone 
fnto effect. The manufacturers do not 
want to wait until the new rate becomes 
operative before placing their side of the 
ease before a regularly appointed com- 
mission with powers to decide. 

Senior Vice President Brown of the 
New York Central replied yesterday to 
the interview of James T. Hoile, Secre- 
tary of the Manufacturers’ Association, 
as published !n yesterday’s Times.
